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ITH the approach of Ciuidren’s book week many requests 
come to children’s librarians to talk before children, 
parents and teachers concerning children’s books. Each year 
the output of new titles increases and with their gay illustra- 
tions and bindings they are at once fascinating and bewilder- 
ing. The choice of the new books to add to the children’s 
collection and to bring to the attention of the buying public 
should be made with great care and discrimination so that they 
may be worthy of a place on the shelves where the old tried 
favorites stand waiting to receive them. Each year more 
people are seeking advice in the direction of children’s reading 
and because of this interest and demand, articles on the subject 
are appearing in many magazines that reflect various points of 
view—that of the parent, the educator, the author, the illustrator 
and the children themselves. These articles and the many ex- 
cellent lists that serve as guides in the selection of children’s 
books will be found particularly useful at this time both for the 
librarian’s use and to suggest to others seeking such material.

It seems 
appropriate to note in this year of anniversaries that the month 
which witnesses the seventh Children’s book week is the 100th 
birthday of the Youth’s Companion. First published in Boston 
in 1827 by Nathan Willis, it won a unique place in many American 
homes which, to judge by the numerous anniversary letters, it still 
holds today.
